THE TIMES Its course at this juncture 
secured for it the bitter hostility of the 
confederate Tammany and Erie Rings. The 
indictment of its conductors was openly 
recommended to the Grand Jury by one of 
the ring Judges, and it risked both prop- 
erty and personal safety in its warfare on 
the side of honesty and judicial purity. 
The stupendous naturalization frauds which 
paved the way for a period of corruption 
and wholesale plunder in the State and city 
were exposed and denounced in THE
